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GOVERNOR'S  Conference-Emphasis  on 
Montana  Manufacturing 


Over  600  Montana  entrepreneurs 
attended  the  Governor's  Conference 
on  Economic  Growth  and  Develop- 
ment September  19  and  20  at  the 
Billings  Metra  Park  Arena.  Spon- 
sored jointly  by  the  Montana 
Department  of  Commerce,  the  Mon- 
tana Small  Business  Development 
Center,  the  Montana  TVadeport 
Authority,  the  Billings  Area  Business 
Incubator  and  the  U.S.  Small 
Business  Administration,  the  two- 
day  "Montana  Made"  conference 
emphasized  the  importance  of  reviv- 
ed manufacturing  and  service  sec- 
tors to  the  state's  economy. 

"Montana's  small  exporters  and 
businesses  owned  by  enterprising 
women  and  men— that's  many  of 
you  in  the  audience— get  credit  for 
leading  our  state's  turnaround  from 
the  downbeat  of  the  '80s,"  said 
Governor  Stan  Stephens  during  the 
conference's  keynote  address.  More 
than  86  such  Montana  manufac- 


ttirers  displayed  their  wares  in  trade 
show  booths  at  the  event. 

In  his  address,  Stephens  also  out- 
lined a  new  three-part  strategy  for 
further  enhancing  Montana's 
recovering  economy.  Improving  the 
state's  public  works,  coordinating  its 
economic  development  programs  and 
planning  for  Montana's  economic 
future  topped  the  Governor's  list  of 
priorities. 

In  addition  to  hearing  the  Gover- 
nor's address  and  touring  the  trade 
show,  conferees  attended  a  choice  of 
38  informational  seminars  conducted 
by  btisiness  and  academic  profes- 
sionals from  across  the  country. 
Presenters  spoke  on  a  variety  of 
topics,  including  stimulating  local 
manufacturing,  contracting  with 
government  agencies,  exporting  to 
the  Pacific  Rim  and  other  foreign 
countries,  and  encouraging  female 
entrepreneurship. 

Representatives  from  over  75 


state,  federal  and  private  agencies 
were  on  hand  to  assist  participants 
interested  in  learning  about  the 
variotis  financial  and  technical 
assistance  programs  available  to  aid 
Montana  businesses. 

"With  over  600  participants,  this 
is  probably  the  largest  economic 
development  conference  ever  held  in 
Montana,"  said  Commerce  Director 
Chuck  Brooke.  He  added,  "1  think 
this  is  an  important  indication  of  the 
level  of  commitment  and  interest  in 
the  state  in  helping  Montana 
businesses  help  themselves." 

In  addition  to  Stephens  and 
Brooke,  the  conference  featured 
guest  speakers  Dr.  David  Harrison, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Northwest 
Policy  Center  in  Seattle,  and  Dr. 
Jim  Brock,  former  Dean  of  Montana 
State  University's  School  of 
Business  and  new  Vice  President  of 
Marketing  at  Pacific  Hide  and  Fur. 


Inside  Conunerce  is  publis^ied  four  times 
a  year  as  an  informational  and  educational 
tool  for  Montanans  interested  in  public 
policy  implementation  through  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce. 
Chuck  Brooke,  Director 
Alene  Gorecki,  Editor  and 
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Marilyn  Wessel  holds  a  Bachelor's 
Degree  from  Iowa  State  University  and  a 
Master's  Degree  from  Montana  State 
Universit}r  (MSU).  For  25  years,  she  has 
worked  in  journalism,  administration 
and  public  relations  in  Lx>s  Angeles, 
Washington,  D.C.  and  Bozeman.  She  ac- 
cepted her  present  post  as  Director  of 
University  Relations  for  MSU  in  1982. 
Wessel  currently  serves  as  First  Vice 
President  of  the  Montana  Ambassadors. 


An  historical  landmark  passed  unnoticed  last  spring  when  the  52nd  Legislature  ap- 
propriated money  for  pubKc  television,  putting  it  on  a  par  uith  pubhc  radio,  which  had 
been  receiving  state  support  for  many  years.  It  marked  significant  progress  in  the  nearly 
20  years  of  work  to  connect  the  people  of  Montana  imder  a  imified  educational  telexision  | 
service. 

In  the  early  1970s,  many  states  were  setting  up  educational  television  operations  to  be 
affiliated  with  the  Pubhc  Broadcasting  Service  (PBS).  Montana  also  tried  its  hand,  but 
the  task  was  not  easy,  though  hundreds  of  volunteers  and  poUtical  leaders  did  their 
best.  In  1975,  efforts  collapsed,  and  by  1979,  Montana  was  the  only  one  of  the  50  states 
without  a  pubhc  television  system. 

During  ensuing  years,  some  citizens  enjoyed  cable  service  from  out-of-state  pubhc  sta- 
tions and  a  few  others  had  satelUte  dishes  or  access  to  a  low  power  pubhc  station,  but 
for  the  majority  of  Montanans,  there  was  no  service  and  no  consensus  on  how  to  get 
any. 

The  first  big  change  occurred  in  1982  when  parents  in  the  Gallatin  \'alley  asked  Mon- 
tana State  Uiuversity  (MSU)  if  it  could  provide  a  pubhc  television  signal  to  a  growing 
rural  population  in  the  area.  They  were  especially  interested  in  children's  television.  The 
parents  agreed  to  help  raise  money  if  MSU  would  handle  hcensing  and  broadcasting 
operation  issues.  In  spite  of  enormous  hurdles,  and  thanks  to  many  people  and  organiza- 
tions, including  Salt  Lake  City  public  television,  Montana's  first  fully  Ucensed  public 
television  station,  KL'SM,  began  broadcasting  on  October  1,  1984. 

In  cooperation  with  TCI  Cablevision  of  Montana,  the  KL'SM  signal  was  later  expanded 
to  27  cities  in  central  and  eastern  Montana.  The  station  began  a  small  network  of 
translators  serving  nearby  niral  areas.  KL'SM  built  its  financial  support  from  viewers, 
private  business,  Ihe  federal  government  and  from  MSL'.  It  also  worked  closely  with  low- 
power  stations. 

By  1990,  KUSM  was  a  full-fledged  PBS  affiliate  with  a  complete  schedule  of  educa- 
tional and  informational  programs,  however,  it  did  not  reach  western  Montana.  Working 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  MSU  and  the  University  of  Montana  (L'M), 
it  ultimately  reached  agreement  on  a  unified  public  television  plan  that  extended  the 
KUSM  signal  mto  western  Montana  using  L'M  facilities.  The  two  universities  have  set 
1993  for  completion  of  the  statewide  unification  project.  Coincidentally,  or  perhaps  pro- 
phetically, each  will  celebrate  its  centennial  in  that  same  year. 

Educational  advantages  in  public  television  are  clear,  but  there  are  economic  advan- 
tages as  well.  'Ibday,  when  business  and  industrial  interests  are  researching  Montana's 
educational  and  cultural  resources,  they  can  count  KL'SM/Monlana  Public  1lic\'ision 
among  them. 
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Banner  Year 
FOR  Montana 
Films 

Autumn  1991  brought  more  than 
just  fall  color  to  Montana,  according 
to  Lonie  Stimac,  Manager  of  the 
Montana  Film  Office,  IVavel  Mon- 
tana. "We've  had  our  busiest  fall 
season  ever,  which  should  result  in 
nearly  $2.5  million  being  left  in  the 
state.' ' 

"Keep  the  Change,"  a  movie 
adapted  from  a  Ibm  McGuane 
novel,  completed  filming  in  the 
Livingston/Paradise  Valley  area  in 
September.  "Diggstown  Ringers,"  a 
MGM-Pathe  feature  film,  wrapped 
after  shooting  at  the  Old  Prison  in 
Deer  Lodge  in  October.  "Backroads 
America"  traveled  Montana's 
byways  capturing  on  film  one  of  the 
state's  most  beautiful  seasons. 
k    Those  activities  fall  close  on  the 
*  heels  of  Montana's  most  successful 
summer  on  record.  In  Billings,  Ron 
Howard  directed  Tbm  Cruise  in 
"Far  and  Away /Irish  Story,"  while 
Robert  Redford  filmed  "A  River 
Runs  Through  It"  in  the  Liv- 
ingston/Bozeman  area.  Big  Bird, 
along  with  Bert  and  Ernie,  also 
made  an  appearance  when  "Sesame 
Street"  visited  the  Crow  Indian 
Reservation. 

In  addition,  almost  every  other 
area  in  the  state  was  being  filmed 
for  a  myriad  of  commercials, 
documentaries  and  still  photo  shoots 
(see  accompanying  article).  Mon- 
tana's growing  popularity  will  result 
in  well  over  $10.5  million  being 
brought  into  the  state's  economy  in 
1991.  This  reflects  direct  expen- 
ditures by  production  companies  for 
products  and  services  as  diverse  as 
lumber  for  sets,  water  trucks  and 
construction  equipment,  hotel 
rooms,  antique  stores,  and  massage 
therapists;  that  does  not  include 
dollars  crew  members  personally 
■  spent.  Also,  Montanans  often 
receive  jobs  on  the  crews. 
Why  do  so  many  people  want  to 


shoot  the  Big  Sky?  Stimac  believes 
it  is  a  combination  of  elements. 
"There  truly  is  a  Montana  mystique 
in  the  eyes  and  minds  of 
Hollywood,  and  it's  deserved,"  she 
said.  "However,  the  state  is  able  to 
provide  much  more  than  just  a 
beautiful  backdrop:  We  can  help 
producers  get  their  job  done.' ' 

Sfimac  says  the  state  is  developing 
a  strong  support  network  of  Mon- 
tana businesses  that  want  to  work 
with  production  companies  in  ser- 
vicing their  special,  and  often 
demanding,  needs.  There  is  also  a 
growing  crew  base  of  people  in- 
terested in  and  quaUfied  to  work  on 
productions. 

In  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  un- 
precedented growth,  the  Montana 
Film  Office  recently  expanded,  ad- 
ding Bill  Kuney  as  Location  Coor- 
dinator and  Kim  Drynan,  Location 
Assistant.

Big  Sky 
Resort  Area 

The  Department  of  Commerce 
announced  in  October  that,  accord- 
ing to  the  requirements  set  forth  by 
Senate  Bill  128,  Big  Sky  qualified  as 
a  resort  area. 

The  Big  Sky  Resort  area  met  the 
designation  requirements  of  being 
an  unincorporated,  contiguous 
geographic  area  with  a  population  of 
less  than  2,500,  and  of  deriving  the 
major  portion  of  its  economic  well- 
being  from  tourism. 


Major  films  shot  in  Montana  have 
been  well  publicized  but  unsung 
projects,  like  television  commercials, 
receive  very  little  press.

The  designation  allows  area 
residents  to  petition  to  place  before 
the  voters  the  question  of  imposing 
a  resort  tax  on  luxury  goods  and 
services  sold  in  the  area,  not  to  ex- 
ceed three  percent  of  their  retail 
value.  Typically  the  tax  would  apply 
to  hotels,  motels,  and  other  lodging 
or  camping  facilities,  restaurants  or 
other  food  service  establishments, 
public  establishments  that  ser\'e 
alcoholic  beverages  by  the  drink, 
and  two  destination  ski  resorts  and 
other  destination  recreation  facilities. 


Consumer  Affairs  Office  and  Profile  of 
Chief  Legal  Counsel 


Protecting  Montana  citizens  from 
consumer  fraud  and  questionable 
business  practices,  as  well  as  warn- 
ing them  of  defective  products  is  a 
high  priority  and  personal  commit- 
ment of  the  Office  of  Consumer  Af- 
fairs, administered  since  1989  by 
Annie  M.  Bartos.  Chief  Legal 
Counsel  to  the  Department  of 
Commerce. 

Because  Montana  does  not  have  a 
Better  Business  Bureau,  inquiries 
about  retail  businesses  and  offers 
made  to  consumers  are  directed  to 
the  Consumer  Affairs  Office,  staffed 
by  Jake  Wines,  Administrative  Of- 
ficer, and  Deanne  Moore,  Com- 
pliance Officer.  They  responded  to 
more  than  1,593  inquiries  last  year 
and  investigated  an  additional  580 
formal  complaints. 

Dtu-ing  1991,  the  office  saved  con- 
sumers $658,801.  That  total  in- 
cludes recoveries  for  inappropriate 
billing  practices,  failure  to  receive 
books,  magazines,  record  or  tape 
club  subscriptions,  complaints  in- 
volving mail  order  practices  in 
which  a  company  fails  to  make 
dehvery  of  the  products  or  refuses 
to  provide  a  refund  to  the  consumer. 
The  recovery  also  represents  con- 
sumers who  successfully  resolve 
disputes  under  Montana's  New 
Vehicle  Warranty  Act.  Becatise  the 
office  advised  consumers  not  to  par- 
ticipate in  specific  defective  or  un- 
fair business  transactions,  such  as 
deceptive  telemarketers,  Montana 
consumers  saved  an  additional 
$478,868. 

The  department's  Chief  Legal 
Counsel  coordinates  litigation  work 
of  department  attorneys,  and  during 
Bartos'  employment  as  counsel, 
substantial  improvement  has  been 
made  in  the  legal  representation  of 
the  various  divisions  and  boards 
which  are  a  part  of  the  Commerce 
Department.  The  office  has  seen  a 
marked  increase  in  demand  for  legal 
services,  although  management  effi- 
ciencies have  allowed  it  to  respond 
to  those  needs  without  increased 

costs  to  Montana  taxpayers. 


In  addition  to  serving  as  Chief 
Legal  Counsel  and  Administrator  of 
the  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs,  Bar- 
tos also  serves  as  legal  counsel  for 
the  Commissioner  of  Financial  In- 
stitutions. She  graduated  with 
honors  from  Carroll  College  with  a 
Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  in  Nurs- 
ing and  maintains  a  registered  nurse 
certification  in  Montana.  Having 
earned  a  Juris  Doctorate  Degree  of 
Law  from  the  University  of  Montana 
School  of  Law  wdth  high  honors, 
Bartos  also  graduated  from  the  Trial 
and  Appellate  Advocacy,  Hastings 
College  of  Law,  L^niversity  of 
California  in  1988,  and  from  the 
George  Mason  Banking  Law  School 
in  Washington,  D.C. 

A  former  law  clerk  for  Justice 
John  C.  Harrison  of  the  Montana 
Supreme  Court,  Bartos  has  been  in 
private  practice  and  served  as  a 
defense  counsel  for  the  Tbrt  Claims 
Division  of  the  Montana  Department 
of  Admiitistration.  She  is  admitted 
to  practice  law  before  the  Montana 
Supreme  Court,  the  LMted  States 
Federal  District  Court  and  the 
United  States  Claims  Court  of 
Washington,  D.C. 

Bartos  is  a  member  of  the 
American  TVial  Lawyers  Association, 
the  American  Bar  Association,  and 
the  Lewis  and  Clark  County  Bar 
Association.  The  Montana  Supreme 
Court  appointed  her  Chairperson  of 
the  Committee  of  Character  and 
Fitness  for  the  admission  of  at- 
torneys before  the  State  Bar.  She  is 
also  a  board  member  of  the  Mon- 
tana Science  and  Tfechnology 
Alhance,  a  National  Delegate  to  the 
American  Lung  Association  and,  as 
an  accomphshed  violinist,  is  a 
member  of  the  Helena  Symphony 
Society.

In  October  1991,  Jerr\'  Hoover,  Ad- 
ministrator of  the  Montana  Health 
Facility  Authority,  was  elected  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  National 
Council  of  Health  Facilities  Finance 
Authorities  at  its  anntial  conference 
in  Mystic,  Connecticut.  He  is  one  of 
10  directors  on  the  board  and  was 
elected  for  a  two-year  term. 

The  council  represents  25  state 
authorities,  established  by  state 
legislation  to  pro\'ide  low  cost 
financing  to  tax-exempt  health  care 
facilities  wathin  their  respective 
states.  States  comprising  the  na- 
tional council  have  a  total  number  of 
outstanding  bonds  exceeding  $20 
billion. 

More  than  190  Authority'  members, 
attorneys  and  investment  bankers  at- 
tended the  conference,  the  theme  of 
which  was  structuring  and  financing 
tax-exempt  hospitals  in  the  changing 
enviamment  of  health  care  in  the 
I'nilcd  States.  Montana  was  4 

represented  by  Hoover  and  Dr. 
Amos  Little,  Jr.,  chairman  oi  the 
Montana  Authority. 


Commerce  Department  Receives 
EDA  Planning  Grant  Funds 


The  Department  of  Commerce  has 
received  a  $120,000  planning  grant 
from  the  U.S.  Economic  Develop- 
ment Administration  to  help  finance 
the  development  of  a  statewide 
strategic  plan  for  Montana's 
economic  growth.  Combined  with 
the  federaf  funds  are  a  $55,000  cash 
match  and  $88,000  of  in-kind  con- 
tributions from  the  state  and  Mon- 
tana's private  sector. 

The  strategic  planning  project  will 
be  conducted  during  most  of  1992, 
with  the  publication  of  a  final  report 
by  November  30  of  that  year. 

The  project  goal  is  to  produce  a 
statewide  strategic  plan  for  Mon- 
tana's economic  development  which: 

-  defines  the  state's  economic  cir- 
cumstances and  policies,  and 
analyzes  the  strengths,  weaknesses, 
opportimities  and  threats  to  success 


in  the  regional  and  global  economy; 

—  involves  a  broad  spectrum  of  the 
Montana  public  in  creating  goals 
and  objectives  for  the  state's 
economic  future; 

—  outlines  strategies  for  overcom- 
ing the  state's  policy  weaknesses 
and  threats  to  economic  success,  as 
well  as  achieving  the  publicly 
defined  goals  and  objectives; 

—  identifies  statistical  benchmarks 
frxam  which  to  measure  the  state's 
progress  and  achievement  of  goals 
and  objectives; 

—  develops  a  blueprint  for  action 
and  implementation  of  the  defined 
strategies; 

—  and  identifies  the  resources  and 
role  of  the  state,  federal,  local  and 
private  institutions  involved  in  im- 
plementing the  plan. 


Cooperative  Agreement 
Awarded  to  PTA  Program 


In  September  1991,  the  Procure- 
ment Tfechnical  Assistance  (PTA) 
program  in  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce was  awarded  $188,526  by  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Defense, 
Defense  Logistics  Agency  (DLA)  to 
continue  its  efforts  in  assisting  Mon- 
tana businesses  identify  defense 
contract  opportunities  and  assist  in 
the  preparation  of  bids  and  pro- 
posals. PTA  officers  provide  one  on 
one  assistance  and  advice  to  both 
large  and  small  businesses  in  the 
state. 

PTA  Program  Manager  Greg 
DePuydt  said  the  DLA  award  will 
allow  the  Montana  program  to  ex- 
pand by  establishing  a  full  time 
regional  PTA  center  in  Butte  devoted 
to  servicing  four  labor  surplus  coun- 
ties: Granite,  Deer  Lodge,  Butte- 
Silver  Bow  and  Broadwater.  The 
center  will  be  operated  by  Head- 
waters Resource,  Conservation  and 


Development,  Inc. 

The  Montana  PTA  program  also 
operates  centers  in  Great  Falls  and 
Billings.  Working  with  the  High 
Plains  Development  Authority,  Karl 
Dehn  is  the  regional  PTA  officer  ser- 
vicing most  of  northern  Montana. 
The  Billings  PTA  center,  which 
serves  southeastern  Montana,  is 
operated  in  conjunction  with  the 
Billings  Area  Business  Incubator  and 
will  have  a  regional  officer  in  place 
in  the  near  future. 

Commerce  Director  Chuck  Brooke 
commented,  "The  PTA  officers 
staffing  the  program  have  all  come 
from  the  private  sector  and  repre- 
sent 53  years  of  combined  ex- 
perience in  defense  contract, 
manufacturing,  construction  and 
subcontracting."  He  added,  "This 
experience  is  invaluable  to  Montana 
companies  who  want  to  learn  how 
to  bid  on  federal  contracts." 


Montana  Firm 
Lands  Federal 
Contract 

As  a  result  of  a  lead  provided  by 
the  Commerce's  PTA  center,  North- 
ern Line  Layers,  Inc.  of  Billings 
recently  received  a  contract  award  of 
$200,045  with  the  U.S.  Bureau  of 
Land  Management  (BLM)  for  in- 
stallation of  23  miles  of  water 
pipeline  near  Tlirner,  Montana. 

BLM  representative,  Mike  Mont- 
gomery, said,  "A  seismographic 
crew  had  discovered  a  high  quality 
water  aquifer  at  42  feet.  BLM  then 
drilled  a  well  which  produces  280 
gallons  per  minute  of  free-flowing 
water."  Montgomery  added,  "The 
23-mile  pipeline  from  this  well  will 
supply  water  for  livestock  as  well  as 
drinking  water  to  the  U.S.  Port  of 
Tlirner  and  the  Canadian  Port  of 
Climax." 

Founded  in  1978,  Northern  Line 
Layers,  Inc. ,  is  primarily  a  titility 
and  communication  line  contractor. 
Mark  Jennings,  marketing  represen- 
tative for  the  firm,  said  the  contract 
would  help  retain  employees  on  the 
existing  payroll. 

"Getting  sizable  contracts  for 
Montana  businesses  helps 
everyone,"  stated  Governor  Stan 
Stephens.  He  said,  "The  PTA 
centers  do  a  lot  of  work  to  make 
sure  businesses  get  the  help  they 
need  to  land  federal  contracts.  I 
commend  them  for  their  work 
across  the  state."

Program 
Officer  Named 

Craig  Rehm  was  recently  selected 
for  the  position  of  administrative  of- 
ficer for  the  Microbusiness  Finance 
program.  A  native  Montanan,  Rehm 
has  a  strong  background  in  finance, 
having  held  positions  as  vice  presi- 
dent of  a  First  Interstate  Bank 
branch,  marketing  director  for 
several  banks  and  head  of  a  variety 
of  loan  divisions.  He  was  also  news 
director  of  a  Montana  radio  station, 
president  of  a  Federal  Reserve  five- 
state  financial  group  and  chairman 
of  the  Montana  Bankers  Association 
Marketing  Committee.  Rehm  recent- 
ly received  a  Master's  Degree  in 
Business  from  Colorado  State 
University  and  has  been  nominated 
for  the  1991  American  Marketing 
Association  scholar  of  the  year. 

The  Microbusiness  Finance  Act  ap- 
propriated $3.25  million  to  the 
Department  of  Commerce  for  the 
Microbusiness  Finance  program. 
The  funds  will  be  used  to  capitalize 
a  network  of  up  to  12  regional 
revolving  loan  funds  throughout 
Montana.  Low-interest  development 
loans  will  be  made  to  qualifying 
non-profit  Microbtisiness  Develop- 
ment Corporations  (MBDCs).  These 
corporations  may  use  their  capital  to 
make  loans,  at  a  slight  premium 
over  market  rate,  in  the  maximum 
amount  of  $20,000  per  company,  to 
firms  employing  fewer  than  10 
employees  and  having  gross 
revenues  of  less  than  $500,000  per 
year. 

Program  staff  has  been  conducting 
informational  meetings  to  instruct 
groups  interested  in  becoming  cer- 
tified as  a  MBDC.  Funding  is  ex- 
pected to  be  available  in  January  or 
February  of  1992,  with  more  funds 
being  released  by  the  second 
quarter  of  1992  as  more  MBDCs 
become  certified.

Technology  Grant 


In  September  1991,  the  Montana 
Science  and  Tfechnology  Alliance 
was  notified  that  its  grant  proposal 
submitted  to  the  National  Institute 
of  Standards  and  Tfechnology  was 
selected  for  funding  in  the  amount 
of  $50,000. 

The  subject  of  the  proposal  is 
establishment  of  a  new  coordinated 
statewide  program  of  technology 
transfer  and  industrial  extension 
called  the  Montana  Discovery  Net- 
work. The  network  will  involve  all 
elements  of  Montana  state  govern- 
ment engaged  in  the  development 
and  industrial  applications  of 
science  and  technology,  as  well  as 
federal,  local  and  private  sector 
groups  dedicated  to  the  economic 
betterment  of  Montana.  Attention 


will  be  placed  on  the  needs  of  small 
to  medium-sized  industrial  firms  in 
order  to  access  and  use  science  and 
technology  to  survive  and  prosper 
by  providing  assistance  in  business 
development  with  the  adoption  of 
new  technology  in  the  work-  and 
marketplace. 

A  five-member  steering  committee 
consisting  of  the  Deputy  Commis- 
sioner of  Higher  Education  for 
Academic  Affairs,  the  Director  of  the 
University  Tfechnology  Assistance 
Program,  the  Director  of  the  Mon- 
tana Small  Business  Development 
Center,  a  private  sector  represen- 
tative provided  by  the  Montana 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the 
Executive  Director  of  the  Montana 
Science  and  Tfechnology  Alhance  will 


oversee  development  of  the  network 
to  further  the  transfer  and  deploy- 
ment of  technology  and  technical 
assistance. 

Implementation  of  the  network 
directly  correlates  to  the  Montana 
Science  and  Tfechnology  Policy  and 
Plan  released  in  June  1991,  which 
calls  for  greater  coordination 
between  economic  development 
participants.

Tig'a'Long,  Poison;  Rapid  TVansit 
Video,  Charlo;  Montana  Tferritory, 
Whitefish;  Century  Marketing,  Con- 
ner; F"airmont  Resort,  Anaconda; 
First  Aid  Systems  of  MonUma, 
Butte;  Wind  Related,  Hamilton;
